'Hypothetical Case' 


PARRIS ISLAND. S.C.. July 18 
IP—A stem Marine lieutenant colo­ 
nel said today the type march on 
which S. Sgt. Matthew C. McKeon 
led six Marines to death could be 
called maltreatment. 
Lt. Col. Robert A. Thompson of 
Syracuse. N.Y., McKeon’s former 
boss, appeared as a prosecution 
v itne.ss in the general court-mar- i 
tial of ‘>.e 31-year-old former drill 
instructor from, Worcester, Mass. 
McKeon has been charged with 
inv oluntary manslaughter, oppres­ 
sion of recruits and two counts of 
drinking in a duty status as a re­ 
sult of the march by the 74-man 
recruit platoon into a tidal creek. 
The impassiv e sergeant pleaded 
innocent yesterday to the major 
counts and the court entered a 
plea of innocent for him on the 
lesser counts. 


•‘Hypothetical Case” 


Thompson’s opinion was offered 
©n cross-examination in a “hypo­ 
thetical case,” the circumstances 
of which were identical to the Mc­ 
Keon incident of April 8. 
Before Thompson, recruit bat­ 
talion commander, appeared on 
the stand, the defense argued that 
McKeon owed “no apology to any­ 
one” for marching the six Marines 
to death in a soggy marsh.

attorney 
Emile 
Zola 
Berman of New York City held 
that if any apology is due it 
•‘should not be made by McKeon.” 
Berman has contended all along 
that the training methods used by 
McKeon were normal at this train­ 
ing center.

He said he 
warned them against practices of 
hazing and m altreatm ent and gav e 
them a lecture on the “common 
pitfalls.”

'Hagerty Curtain' Charge 
Stirs Up Storni In Senate 


BRIONI, Yugoslav ia, July 18 (.?i 
—Presidents Tito and Nasser to­ 
day announced a tightening of 
bonds 
between 
Yugoslav ia 
and 
Egypt. Then they traded v iews 
for 54 hours with Prim e Minister 
Nehru of India. 
Nehru said the three-nation talks 
were only a friendly exchange 
without any decisions. 
"We hav e not settled all the 
q uestions of the world—I repeat 
not,” Nehru said. “ It is really 
extraordinary that we cannot hold 
a friendly meeting without you of 
the press attaching the highest 
importance to it.”

WASHINGTON, July 18 ifft-Sec- 
retary of State Dulles today fore 
cast new reductions in the armed 
forces of nations around the globe, 
including Russia. 
He told a news conference this 
is a “ general trend” , mainly be-| 
cause nations are relying more on 
atomic-hydrogen weapons and less' 
on manpower. 
. 
A reduction of East-West ten­ 
sions is also a factor he said, be-j 
cause this means “there is less; 
risk of war than was the case.” 
Replying 
to q uestions, 
Dulles 
said he would make no political 
objections to ^ y mov e by North 
Atlantic Pact allies to cut back 
their forces, if competent military 
authorities 
decided 
fewer 
men 
were 
needed 
to 
guard 
Europe 
against surprise attack. 


U. S. Cuts Considered 


Dulles spoke out in the wake of 
reports that some Defense Depart­ 
ment authorities are considering 
substantial cuts in the American 
Army, Nav y and Air Force during 
the next three years. 
Adm. Arthur Radford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, has 
been reported pressing this driv e 
in the face of bitter opposition 
from Army leaders. 
Dulles, in an obv ious mov e to 
av oid taking sides publicly in the 
dispute, insisted that while he has 
discussed “ the broad general pol­ 
icies,” he knows nothing about the 
scope of the manpower slashes be­ 
ing considered.

VIENNA, Austria. July 18 (.f’i— 
The biggest “little Stalin” of Rus­ 
sia’s East European satellites fell 
tonight. 
Matyas Rakosi, long the boss of 
Communist Hungary, resigned un­ 
der fire. The party’s Central Com­ 
mittee accepted his resignation. 
Budapest radio said he was re­ 
placed as first secretary of the 
party by Erno Geroe, first deputy 
premier. Geroe, as Hungary’s No. 
2 Communist, had engaged Rakosi 
in a struggle for power. 
Rakosi was remov ed from party 
leadership and from membership 
in the all-powerful Politburo after 
confessing he practiced Stalinist 
dictatorship. 
Rakosi likewise pleaded he is an 
old and sick man. He is 65. 
This probably is the final curtain 
to the political career of the Hun­ 
garian who was a friend of Stalin 
and a foe of President Tito of Yu­ 
goslav ia. 
Rakosi was the first top satellite 
leader to fall in the widespread 
unrest since the bloody bread and 
freedom rev olt of workers in Poz­ 
nan, Poland, July 28.

Triumph For Tito 


The shakeup of the Communist 
high command may hav e been de­ 
signed partly to head off such an 
uprising in Hungary. The Hungar­ 
ian gov ernment has been promis­ 
ing owners a better deal just as 
the Polish gov ernment had before 
the Poznan uprising. 
But Rakosi’s remov al was re­ 
garded in "Vienna and Belgrad« 
particularly as a triumph for Tito. 
Rakosi was a leader in expelling 
Tito from the Cominform in 19 48 
and he dragged his feet on the re­ 
cent reconciliation. 
In Belgrade, Rakosi’s fall was 
receiv ed with satisfaction. Gov ern­ 
ment circles there said the ouster 
of the H ungtrian strong man was 
long ov erdue. They considered him 
the main obstacle to good neigh­ 
borly relations between Hungary 
and Yugoslav ia. 
The fall of “ Old Potato Head,” 
as the bald Rakosi was called by 
some of his Central European 
neighbors, came less than a month 
after Tito’s trip to Russia. It was 
reported Tito demanded Rakosi’s 
ouster. 


Follows Bulgarian Shakeup 


Thus Tito added the scalp of a 
second little Stalin. In April. Mos­ 
cow deposed Vuko Cherv enkov as 
premier of Bulgaria. He also had 
been slow in making up with Tito 
after the Moscow-Belgrade recon­ 
ciliation. 
Budapest radio said Rakosi con­ 
fessed in a letter to the party Cen­ 
tral Committee that he had com­ 
mitted grav e mistakes. 
Rakosi admitted practicing the 
dictatorial “ personality cult,” the 
Communist phrase for Stalinism.

Org anize 


Since the v ery beginnings of the American nation, it 
has been regarded as a right among the American people 
to organize themselv es into associations, societies, com­ 
mittees for pu rposes of their own. These day s one hears 
more and more the q u estion, who are these people who 
band themselv es together for 
a specific pu rpose? Why 


not leav e it to the gov ernment? 
** 
Bu t there are many things that Americans do not 
leav e to their gov ernment, as, for instance, the choice of 
a candidate for the presidency . Two priv ate conv entions 
will make that choice, bodies which really hav e no legal 
statu s at all. Nasser of Egy pt receiv ed a v ote of 9 9 .9 
per cent—practically the same as Hitler's v ote u sed to 
be—bu t neither Eisenhower nor his opponent will get su ch 
a v ote becau se the people of the United States are not 
afraid of tneir gov ernment or ot political parties. 


American« hav e o rg anized themselv es fo r ev ery 
purpo se, the So ciety fo r Prev entio n o f Cruelty to 
Animals, the Fo reig n Po licy Asso ciatio n, the Co m­ 
munist party , the American Jewish Leag ue ag ainst 
Co mmunism, trade unio ns, churches, sects, lo dg es, 
any thing y o u can think o f has members who meet 
o ften o r rarely fo r specific o r fo r g eneral purpo ses. 
And many o f them ex ist no t o nly to tell the g o v ern­ 
ment what lo do , but to watch public o fficials so 
that they do what each g ro up thinks i« the rig ht 


thing to do . 


Labo r u nion* each y ear get u p a list of those who 
fav or labor and hope that they will be elected. 1 hav e 
nev er heard o f the National Association of Manu fac­ 
tu rers produ cing a similar list and it wou ld not cou nt 
for mu ch if they did. .Shou ld we therefore say that those 
not endorsed by labor u nions are blacklisted? Nonsense! 
Any American has an inalienable right to get u p a list 
of those whom he fav or* and those whom he oppose* and 
tell hie friends abou t it. May be they will pay attention 
to him; may be they will not. Certainly , if the AFL-CIO 
said that a commentator was anti-labor, few manu fac­ 
tu rers wou ld risk sponsoring that commentator. He wou ld 
be labelled as a controv ersial person. 
The theory that the gov ernment mu st police all the 
fu nction* of the people is strictly not in the American 
tradition. And, of cou rse, it does not and cannot happen, 
althou gh there is an increasing tendency among bu reau - 
crats to ex pand their power ov er wider domains. Nev er­ 
theless, the people are free 
themselv es from su ch 
domination by organizing another committee or another 
association to raise a ru mpu s ov er something or other. 


Tho se who criticize o thers fo r o rg anizing self- 
appo inted co mmittees and asso ciatio ns to do this o r 
that are themselv es siflf-appo inted and altho ug h 
to me may be richer than o thers, because so mebo dy 
died and left a lo ad o f mo ney fo r what he tho ug ht 
wo uld be a g o o d cause and to av o id pay ing an in­ 
heritance tax , mere richness is no pro o f o f wo rthiness. 
Mo st o ften, the fello w who earned the mo ney and left 
it fo r o thers to spend wo uld dro p dead a seco nd time 
if he co uld co me to earth and disco v er what is being 
do ne with his sav ing s. No lawy ers hav e y et succeed­ 
ed in writing a will o r a law that wo uld safeg uard a 
dead man’s mo ney fro m being spent in fashio ns o ther 
than he intended.

These fu nds and fou ndations and tru sts fall into the 
hands of professionals who organize all sorts of com­ 
mittees and su bsidize associations which keep many men 
and women bu sily occu pied with pu blic affairs some of 
which are of great v alu e and others of which are of no 
v alu e at all. ex cept that they keep their employ es em­ 
ploy ed. 
There are many association's, not endowed by 
dead men. which seem to hav e no other pu rpose than 
to collect money to remain aliv e so that they can keep 
the collectors employ ed. Becau se the Treasu ry is a bit 
strict on tax ev asions, su ch organizations, it their col­ 
lections are tax free, mu st pu blish reports and bro­ 
chu res to prov e that they do something and occasionally 
their employ es get into a row with the employ es of 
another collection ou tfit ov er something that does not 
ex ist—whereu pon they hit the inside pages of some news­ 
papers and thu s can prov e to their members that they 
are performing a pu blic serv ice. 
All this is to the good, becau se it is part of the 
mechanism of freedom.

WASHINGTON - Who killed the 
school bill with its billions of fed­ 
eral money for edu cation? That’s 
still an u nanswered q u estion on 
Capitol Hill, where it may become 
known as the “mess of 19 56 .” 
It's too bad the “right to know” 
doctrine—espou sed by the Hou se 
committee which is seeking to rid 
official Washington of its tendency 
to su ppress news—doesn’t ex tend 
to the behind-the-scenes maneu ­ 
v er* of party leaders in Congress 
who pu lls the strings.

Fly ing ov er the famou s cany on, 
newsmen saw a bridge down be­ 
low and asked abou t it.

company official, “bu t as far as 
we re concerned it doesn't ex ist.” 
Illegal Bridge 
What he meant was that the Eis­ 
enhower 
administration 
was 
so 
anx iou s to help speed u p constru c­ 
tion of the Idaho Power Company ’s 
small dam at Hells Cany on before 
Congress cou ld act, it let Idaho 
Power bu ild a bridge withou t the 
O.K. of the chief of Army Engi­ 
neers and the secretary of Army 
—which is a criminal offense. 
On Janu ary 3 of this y ear, Idaho 
Power filed for permission to bu ild 
the bridge. Under the law three 
weeks are req u ired for any opposi­ 
tion to file protests. Bu t on Jan­ 
u ary 9 , six day s later, the power 
company 
went 
ahead 
with

bridge withou t a license from the 
Army to bu ild. 
When Senator Morse of Oregon

March 10, pointing ou t that this 
was su bject to criminal prosecu ­ 
tion, he did not receiv e a reply for

months.

months the bridge was completed. 
Finally , on May 8, he receiv ed 
a reply from Warren Olney , chief 
of the Ju stice Department’s Crim­ 
inal Div ision, admitting: 
“ As y ou r letter states, the com­ 
mencement of constru ction of this 
bridge withou t prior approv al of 
the plans by the chief of Engineers 
and secretary of the Army is a 
v iolation of 33 USC 401 for which 
criminal sanctions are prov ided.” 
Howev er, Olney went on to point 
ou t that another section of the law 
which he q u ite frankly admitted 
W2S “ somewhat u nu su al” prov ides 
that “ it shall be the du ty of dis­

The Right To Organize 


Since the very beginnings of the American nation, it 


ha* been regarded as a right among the Am erican people 
to organize them selves into associations, societies, com ­ 


m ittees for purposes of their own. These days one hears 


m ore and m ore the question, who are these people who 
band them selves together for a specific purpose? 
Why 


not leave it to the governm ent? 
But there are m any things that Americans do not 


leave to their governm ent, as. for instance, the choice of 


a candidate for the presidency. Two private conventions 
will m ake that choice, bodies which really have no legal 


status at all. N a ile r of Egypt received a vote of 99 9 
per cent—practically the sam e as Hitler * vote used to 
be—but neither Eisenhower nor his opponent will get such 


a vote because the people of the United States are not 


afraid of their governm ent or of political parties. 


Americans have organized them selves for every 


purpose, the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, the Foreign Policy Association, the Com­ 


munist party, the American Jewish League against 
Communism, trade unions, churches, sect*, lodges, 


anything you can think of has members who meet 


often or rarely for specific or for general purposes. 
And many of them exist not only to tell the govern­ 


ment what lo do, hut to watch public officials so 


that they do what each group thinks is the right 


thing lo do. 


L abor unions ta c h y ear get up a list of those who 


favor labor and hope that they will be elected. I h av t 
never heard of the National Association of M anufac­ 
tu rers producing a sim ilar list and it would not count 


for m uch if they did. Should we therefore say that those 
not endorsed by labor unions are blacklisted? Nonsense! 


Any A m erican has an inalienable right to get up a list 


of those whom he favors and those whom he opposes and 


tell his friends about it. Maybe they will pay attention 


to him ; m aybe they will not. C ertainly, if the AFL-CIO 
said that a com m entator was anti labor, few m anufac­ 


tu rers would risk sponsoring that com m entator. He would 


be labelled as a controversial person. 
The theory th at the governm ent m ust police ail the 


functions of the people is strictly not in the Am erican 
tradition. And, of course, it does not and cannot happen, 


although there is an increasing tendency among bureau­ 
c rats to expand their power over wider dom ains. Never­ 


theless. 
the 
people 
are 
free 
them selves 
from 
such 


domination by organizing another com m ittee or another 


association to raise a rum pus over something or other, 


I 
Those who criticize others for organizing self- 


appointed committees and associations to do this or 


tbat are 
themselves 
srtf-appointed 
and 
although 


some may be richer than others, because somebody 


died and left a load of money for what he thought 


would be a good cause and to avoid paying an in­ 
heritance tax, mere richness is no proof of worthiness. 
Most often, the fellow who earned the money and left 
It for others to spend would drop dead a second time 
if he could come to earth and discover what is being 
done with his savings. No lawyers have yet succeed­ 
ed in writing a will or a law that would safeguard a 
dead man’s money from being spent in fashions other 
than he intended. 


^ 
These funds and foundations and trusts fall into the 
hands of professionals who organize all sorts of com ­ 
m ittees and subsidize associations which keep m any men 
and women busily occupied with public affairs some of 
which are of great value and others of which are of no 
value at all. except that they keep their employes em ­ 
ployed. 
There are many associations, not endowed by 
dead men, which seem to have no other purpose than 
to collect money to rem ain alive so that they can keep 
the collectors employed. 
Because the T reasury is a bit 
strict on tax evasions, such organizations, it their col­ 
lections are tax free, m ust publish reports and bro­ 
chures to prove that they do som ething and occasionally 
their employes get into a row with the employes of 
another collection outfit over som ething that does not 
exist—whereupon they hit the inside pages of some news­ 
papers and thus can prove to their m em bers that they 
a re perform ing a public service. 
All this is to the good, because it is p art of the 
m echanism of freedom.

WASHINGTON - Who killed the 
school bill with its billions of fed­ 
eral money for education? T hat's 
still an unansw ered question on 
Capitol Hill, where it m ay become 
known as the "m ess of 1956.” 


It s too bad the “ right to know” 
doctrine—espoused by the House 
com m ittee which is seeking to rid

But Senator H um phrey, Demo­ 
crat. of Minnesota has a sim pler 
explanation. 
He blam es it all on 
“P resident Eisenhow er's health or 
recuperation or concern over per­ 
sonal 
political 
problem s” 
which 
are supposed to have prevented 
him from "exerting some personal 
influence and leadership.”

Eisenhower 
had

gone a long way in trying to get

He had said 
once before that anything like the 
Powell Amendment, denying fed­ 
eral aid to schools in Southern 
states which do not adopt integra­ 
tion, shouldn't be tacked on to the 
bill.

The last ser­ 
ies of ads, published in May, w as 
estim ated at around $300,000. This 
w as the third in a series.

cost, of course, cam e out of the 
rates paid

The utility lobby even took a 
junket of newsmen to the Pacific 
N orthwest earlier this year tor a 
look at 
Hells Canyon. 
Airplane 
travel was free, liquor w as lavish. 
Flying over the famous canyon, 
newsmen saw a bridge down be­ 
low and asked about it. 
"That s 
built to carry m aterials across the 
Snake R iver." explained a power 
com pany official, "hut as far as 
w e’re concerned it doesn t exist.” 
Illegal Bridge 


What he m eant was that the Eis­ 
enhower 
adm inistration 
was 
so 
anxious to help speed up construc­ 
tion of the Idaho Pow er Company s 
sm all dam at Hells Canyon before 
Congress could act. it let Idaho 
Pow er build a bridge without the 
O K. of the chief of Army Engi­ 
neers and the secretary of Army 
—which is a crim inal offense. 
On January 3 of this year, Idaho 
Pow er filed for perm ission to build 
the bridge. Under the law three 
weeks are required for any opposi­ 
tion to file protests. But on Ja n ­ 
uary 9 six days later, the power 
com pany 
went 
ahead 
with 
its 
bridge without a license from the 
Arm y to build. 
When Senator Morse of Oregon 
w rote 
the 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
M arch IO, pointing out that this 
w as subject to crim inal prosecu­ 
tion, he did not receive a reply tor 
two 
months. 
During 
this 
two 
m onths the bridge was com pleted. 
Finally, on May 8, he received 
a reply from W arren Olney, chief 
of the Justice D epartm ent’s Crim ­ 
inal Division, adm itting: 
"A s your letter states, the com­ 
m encem ent of construction of this 
bridge without prior approval of 
the plans by the chief of Engineers 
and secretary ot the Army is a 
violation of 33 USC 401 for which 
crim inal sanctions are provided.” 
However. Olney went on to point 
out that another section of the law 
which he quite frankly adm itted 
w as “ som ew hat unusual” provides 
that "it shall be the duty of dis­ 
trict 
attorney’s 
o 
fthe 
United 
States to vigorously prosecute all 
oflenders w henever requested to 
do so by the secretary 
of 
the 
A rm y.” 
And since Secretary of the Army 
B rucker. a part of C harlie Wilson's 
Pentagon team , would not request 
prosecution, Olney said he could 
not prosecute. 
This is one slight indication of 
haw far the adm inistration lean­ 
ed over backw ard to help the util­ 
ities take over the one rem aining 
big dam site in the U. S. A. while 
letting Uncle Sam take over the 
poorer dam sites.

O r is it just an­ 
other m edium , am ong m any, for 
reaching the v o ters’* 
The coming election ought to give 
a fair idea of the answ ers to these 
questions, sim ply because the Re­ 
publican cam paign strategists are 
proceeding in the first assum ption, 
and the D em ocrats on the second. 
The Republican cam paign will be 
pitched directly at the viewers of 
the nation's 40 million television 
sets. 
The pitch will start in e ar­ 
nest at the Republican convention 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
Republican 
C hairm an Len Hall and Cam paign 
D irector R obert H um phreys have 
recruited Hollywood actor G eorge 
M urphy to direct the convention, 
much as a Hollywood director di­ 
rects a motion picture. 


Plans Entertaining Spectacle 


M urphy’s problem is m ore com ­ 
plicated. of course. 
His m ain ob­ 
ject is to keep the television view­ 
ers glued to their sets, despite a 
total lack of suspense about the 
outcom e, right up to the grand cli­ 
m ax of the P resid en t’s acceptance 
speech. 
To that end. he hopes to 
treat the television view ers to an 
orderly and entertaining spectacle, 
rather 
than 
a 
continuing 
mob 
scene. 
But convention delegates, though 
sheep-like in other respects, are 
not subject to orders as movie ex­ 
tras. 
No convention in history, for 
exam ple, has ever started on sche­ 
dule. 
M urphy plans to deal with 
this problem by recruiting the m ost 
attractive Hollywood attractions-- 
if not M arilyn Monroe, the next 
best thing—to appear on the plat­ 
form at IO in the morning. 
With 
the bleary-eyed delegates thus lur­ 
ed by beauty from their beds, the 
gavel will bang before a full house 
at ll. And the show will get under 
way. 
If 
the 
Hall-Hum phreys-M urphy 
plan works out. the convention will 
he just th at—a show, and a good 
one 
There will be plenty of pro­ 
fessionally acted plays and page­ 
ants. naturally extolling all things 
Republican, to ca rry the television 
view ers through the dull spots. And 
there will be an absolute m inim um 
of long winded speeches. 
25-Minute Limit 
According to present plans, the 
m ain speakers will be form er P res­ 
ident 
Hoover 
and 
Thomas

Dewey. 
But Hoover, Dewey anti 
other speakers will be urged to 
keep their speeches to a m axim um 
of 25 m inutes—hardly a warm-up 
for 
the 
traditional 
convention 


speech,

der. hard-pressed Ohio senator— 
are being politely but sternly dis­ 
couraged. 
O ther still tentative convention 
plans included a televised dram a­ 
tization of the Republican platform , 
w ith S ecretary of State John Fos- 
te r Dulles, for exam ple, briefly 
sum m arizing 
the 
foreign 
policy 
plank and speaking m ore or less 
off the cuff on “ w hat Eisenhower 
foreign policy m eans for our fu­ 
tu re." The whole show, of course, 
will be a build-up for the clim atic 
m om ent, the P resident’s accept­ 
ance speech. 
The clim ax m ay be 
delayed to Thursday, August 23. 
instead of W ednesday, as originally 
planned, in order both to appease 
the San Francisco m erchants and 
allow m ore tim e for the build up 
The cam paign to follow will be 
aim ed equally squarely at the vot­ 
e r with a television set. More than 
$2 million in television tim e has

for. 
through the advertising firm of 
Batton, Barton. D urstm e. and Os 
borne . The tim e will be divided 
between 35 “ five-m inute” spots on 
m ajor shows and IO full half-hour 
periods on national hook ups. 


“ Production” Periods 


The President, him self, is ex­ 
pected to appear on only five or 
six of the half-hour shows, although 
this num ber m ay well be upped in 
the heat of the cam paign. 
The 
other periods will be devoted to 
w hat Chairm an Hall likes to call 
“ productions,” rather than speech­ 
es—perhaps a serial report by cab­ 
inet m em bers, perhaps a cabinet 
m eeting, shows like last w inter's 
successful "Salute To Eisenhower,” 
and so on. Closed circuit television 
will also be used, so that the P res­ 
ident can “ say a few words” to 
Republican get-togthers about the 
country. 
As these plans suggest. Chairm an

strategists are convinced that mod­ 
ern m erchandising methods m ar­ 
ried to television have basically 
altered traditional 
political tech­ 
niques. 
The D em ocrats scoff at 
this theory, perhaps because they 
simply don’t have the money to 
pay for the R epublican’s kind of 
television cam paign. Only the tra ­ 
ditional w histle stopping, the Dem­ 
ocrats claim , can lend a cam paign 
the needed color, m ovem ent and 
vigor.

can strategists believe, we are in 
the midst of an "electronic revolu­

North properly fortified, proceed­ 
ed nevertheless to game and East 
decided to take the save at four 
spades. North exercised question­ 
able judgement in refusing a sure 
profit to try for an ll trick game, 
but the end justified the means. 
West opened the queen of spades 
and declarer careiully refused the 
trick. Had he taken it. the eventual 
end play for his contract would 
have been impossible, for East at 
the crucial moment 
would have 
had a spade with which to exit 
gracefully. 
Declarer won the spade continu­ 
ation,' and, lacking sufficient en­ 
tries. properly went to work on his 
side suits before drawing trumps. 
He first had to lead a heart andj 
won with the king in his own hand. 
He then led the ace of diamonds 
and over to the king. Now came 
the winning club finesse and de­ 
clarer cashed a1! his trumps, re­ 
ducing dummy to the queen of 
hearts and two clubs. East, com­ 
pelled to hold on to two clubs, had 
to blank his ace of hearts.
